ment in Illinois. The following is & 
synopsis of Mr. Meese’s address: 


THE BEGINNING. 
In the state of Illinois railroad 
building began when on January 
28, 
1831, thei » general assembly of this 
state passed an act for the survey of a 
route for a canal or railroad in St. 
Clair county. 
Commissioners were 
appointed to examine and survey the 
American bottoms from the bluffs 
in 
St. Clair county to the Mississippi 
river opposite St. Louis. 
The same assembly passed an act to 
amend an act to provide for the con­ 
struction of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal, and it was made the duty of 
the commissioner “to cause the en­ 
gineer employed by him to ascertain, 
as early in the spring as the weather 
will permit, whether the Calumet will 
be a sufficient feeder for the part of 
the canal between the Chicago and 
Deaplalnes rivers, or whether the con­ 
struction of a railroad is not prefer- 
rable, or will be of more public utility 
tban t canal.” 
In 1832 the Illinois legislature char­ 
tered the Springfield and Alton Turn­ 
pik e Road company, for the purpose of 
constructing a 
turnpik e road “to 
transport, tak e and oarry property and 
persons upon the same, by the power 
and force of steam, of animals, or of 
any mechanical or other powder, or of 
any combination of them which the 
said corporation may choose to em 
ploy.” 
Four commissioners were appointed, 
and under the charter, it was made 
their duty to go to the cities of New 
York , Philadelphia, Baltimore and St 
Louis “to open book s to receive sub 
bcriptions to the capital stock of said 
corporation and 
to do such other 
things as in their opinion is best cal­ 
culated to get said stock tak en up.”

FAVORS CANALS. 
In 1834 Governor Duncan in his an­ 
nual message to the legislature refer­ 
ring t-o internal improvements said 
*of the different plans proposed I find 
that the board of canal commissioners 
and my worthy predecessors 
have 
recommended a railroad, in which I 
regret that I am compelled to differ 
with them in opinion. 
In my judg­ 
ment experience has shown canals to 
be much more useful and generally 
cheaper of construction than railroads, 
they require less expensive repairs, 
and are ¿continually improving, and 
will last forever; while railroads are 
k ept in repair at a very heavy expense 
and will last but about fifteen years ” 


Asa Judd To Be Alderman. 
A. G. Judd sends us a copy of the 
Warren, Ohio, Chronicle which an­ 
nounces his nomination on the repub­ 
lican tick et as an aldeaman-at-large 
at a recent caucus. He states that 
owing to the difference in the vote 
between the parties there a nomina­ 
tion is equivalent to an election.

FIRST LOCOMOTIVE. 
In September 1838 the first locomo­ 
tive to arrive in Illinois was placed on 
the track s of the Northern Cross road. 
It was called the “Rogers,” haviDg 
been built by Rogers, Ketchum and 
Grosvenor, of Patterson, N. J. 
The 
track was made by spik ing flat strips 
of iaon upon long timbers which were 
laid lengthwise the track s, and which 
were k ept from spreading by cross 
pieces inserted every five or six feet.” 
After a short time the engine got out 
of repair and was tak en off, and mules 
were substituted as the motive power. 
In 1843 the legislature incorporated 
the Great Western Railway company 
which undertook to carry out the 
plans of the Central railroad which 
has been the most popular project of 
the act of 1837. But after expending 
a considerable amount of money, this 
road became insolvent and its charter 
was repealed in 1845. 
On February 10, 1851, the Illinois 
legislature passed an act to inoorpor 
ate the “Illinois Central 
Railroad 
company.” 
In the final completion 
of which, many of the earlier plans 
and schemes were absorbed. 
Previous to this in 1850 congress 
had granted to the state of Illinois 
nearly 3.000,000 acres of land to aid Id 
the building of the Illinois Central 
railroad. 


WHAT TH E CENTRAL DID. 
Thelbuilding of the Illinois Central 
probably did more towards the up­ 
building of Illinois than any doz 
other acts or events and has been the 
base of more controversy than any 
other stite measure. One historian 
in speak ing of It says: 
“This work was one of the most 
stupendous and 
Ingenious specula­ 
tions in modern time. 
By means 
of it a few sagacious 
capitalists be­ 
came the owners of a 
first-class 
Tallro ad, more than 700 miles long 


in 
full 
running 
order, 
com­ 
plete In rolliDg stock and 
every 
equipage, and millions of acres of land 
worth in the aggregate perhaps 
$40,- 
000,000 without the actual outlay of a 
cent of their own money. This pro­ 
ject was among the first to illustrate 
the immense field there was opening 
up In this country for bold and gigan­ 
tic railroad operations by capitalists: 
and as contrasted with the state In­ 
ternal Improvement scheme of 
1836-7, 
It was furthermore an example of the 
superiority of private enterprise over 
state or governmental undertak ings. 
The state at that time with a popu 
lationof about 
350,000, mostly small 
farmers, authorized a loan exceeding 
110,000,000, to construct public work s. 
One of these was the Central railroad, 
upon which a considerable sum was 
expended. Hard times and a general 
collapse followed in rapid order. Now 
with this grant of land from the 
government, not far short of 3,000,000 
acres within a belt of 15 miles along 
the route of the road to, aid Its con­ 
struction. These gentlemen back ed 
by credit and capital, step forward, 
propose to tak e the lands and build 
the road which is to belong to them 
when built.” 
Yet however way it was built it 
bas been a great factor for good. 
This road pays the state seven per 
cent on its gross earnings, and has 
paid into the state treasury, more 
money than was required to build all 
our state institution and state capi­ 
tal

Sterling Gazette: The power plant 
of the Sterling, Dixon and Eastern 
Railway company in this city was 
closed this morning and 
Engineer 
Walter 
Stoessinger told that the 
steam plant would be discontinued, 
and he was laid off. All of the win 
dows of the power house were nailed 
shut and tbe doors bolted and locked. 
Only the car barns will be open and 
this for the purpose of housing two 
city cars during the nigbt. 
The closing of tbe power house is 
the result of the purchase of the wat­ 
er plant in Dixon and all of the power 
for the company will be furnished 
from the Dixon end during the winter 
months. It is probable that during 
the rush season in the summer months 
that the power will be furnished by 
steam. 
Thr reason for running the genera­ 
tors by water power is on account of 
it being much cheaper than steam, 
and the company can save a large sum 
of money annually. The shutting of 
the plant and nailing up of the win 
dows is no surprise in this ciiy and it 
has been expected for some time

Giv en a reasonable chance for life, 
the Indian child is as hap p y, hop eful, 
ambitious and p layful as is the white 
child born under much hap p ier cir­ 
cumstances, 
says the 
Los 
Angeles 
Times. 
lie is, too, quite as imitativ e, 
and. like his white cousin, he ap es the 
ways and manners of his elders and 
mimics their occup ations in his p lay. 
The infant Indian p ossesses rather 
more dignity than the ordinary white 
child, m is is chiefly owing to the care 
he receiv es rather than to inherited 
sedateness. 
In 
his 
infancy 
he 
is 
strap p ed to a board or securely p acked 
in an elongated basket wov en for that 
p urp ose, where he can neither kick nor 
squirm, 
lie cries less than his# white 
cousins, because he early learns that 
it is an unp rofitable occup ation. 
m e Indian mother is v ery accommo­ 
dating. 
If her infant wishes to cry 
she lets him do so. 
She does not. like 
the white mother, rush to the child 
when he begins to howl and try to 
p acify him. 
She lets him howl till he 
tires of it and ceases of ids own ac­ 
cord. It is because crying brings them 
attention that most children cry. The 
young Indian does not get the atten­ 
tion, so he soon cuts out crying en 
tlrely. 
With 
crying, 
kicking 
and 
squirming eliminated there is really 
nothing left for him but to remain 
calm and look dignified, m is is what 
he does, as a rule. 
m e Indian’s baby wardrobe is a 
v ery simp le affair. 
It generally con­ 
sists of a single cloth or skin, as the 
case may be, wrap p ed around and 
around the small one. It is about two 
minutes’ work for the red mamma to 
dress her child and bind it to the board 
or basket which serv es as a crib, m e 
board or basket is then stood up right 
in a corner of the dwelling, if her work 
is in the house, or against a conv enient 
bank or bowlder, if the work is in the 
field, or, if it is in the forest, the cradle 
may be susp ended from the bough of a 
tree. 
m e care of the child is as simp le us 
its dress. 
It receiv es little attention 
outside of the giv ing of nourishment 
at stated interv als. Occasionally, once 
a week or once In ev ery two or three 
weeks, as may be most conv enient, 
sev eral of the Indian mothers make a 
little bathing p arty and go to some 
p ool or stream and giv e the babies a 
bath, m ere are none of the little lux­ 
uries of the bath of the white baby, 
such as scented soap , soothing p owders 
and the like, m e little ones are loos­ 
ened from their bonds, their wrap Is 
remov ed, and they are laid in the shal­ 
low water of the p ool or stream to kick 
and sp lash and disp ort to their hearts' 
content, while their mothers chat up on 
the bank near by. After a season they 
are remov ed and dried. 
Are they tenderly wip ed with soft, 
clean linen? 
No, Indeed. 
About the 
middle of each grown baby is tied a 
p iece of cloth, and they are hung by 
this cloth from the bough of some con­ 
v enient tree to dry in the air and sun­ 
shine, while their mothers continue 
their briefly Interrup ted gossip . Later 
the human fruit is p lucked from the 
branches, and the little ones are wrap ­ 
p ed and cradled, when they ride up on 
the backs of their mothers to their 
rude homes. 
It has been frequently remarked that 
Indian children all seem strong, healthy 
and well formed. 
There is a reason 
for this in a number of the tribes. 
It 
has been the p ractice with most west­ 
ern tribes to refuse life to weakly or 
deformed Infants bom to them. Iu the 
case of albino children, which are by 
no means uncommon, the child Is left 
to p erish of neglect and starv ation, for 
the Indians believ e that these children 
are marks of disp leasure on the p art 
of the Great Sp irit, and they cannot be 
Induced to meddle with the child, ei­ 
ther to p ut it out of the way by drown­ 
ing or suffocation, us Is their p ractice j 
with deformed children, or to giv e it ,

POW DLRED TEA. 


It 1« Suite to Me.ke a Better Infunlon 
lita n the Whole Lea ve» . 
An English trav eler says in a letter 
to the London Times: 
"History tells 
us that when coffee was first brought 
to the cities of western Europ e the first 
makers of it were Turks. They roust­ 
ed and ground the berries and serv ed 
the liquor, as it is serv ed to this day 
In the east, grit* and all. 
We still 
drink coffee as we drank it then, with 
this difference—that we mostly omit 
the grits and drink an infusion instead 
of u decoction. It was not so with tea. 
No Chinaman was imp orted with the 
first p ound of tea to teach us how to 
make and drink it. 
The consequence 
has been that we hav e nev er drunk 
tea in the Chinese way—that is, as a 
simp le Infusion. 
“At first there seems to hav e been 
great doubt as to how to deal with 
the new herb. 
It is ev en said that It 
was sometimes boiled with salt and 
butter and serv ed up as a sort of 
sp inach. 1 he old p hrase ‘a dish of tea’ 
seems to bear out this legend. 
Finally 
it came to be settled that the most 
wholesome and p leasant way to treat 
the tea leaf was to make it into a kind 
of sweet soup with sugar and milk or 
cream. 
I hav e p ersonal knowledge of 
no country In Europ e but one where 
tea is used as in China—Portugal, 
which got its knowledge of teamaking 
from a p rov ince of China with which 
at this time no other nation of Europ e 
was in contact. 
“It was while trav eling on horseback 
with a guide in the wilder p arts of 
Portugal, away from shop s and inns, 
where we had p erforce to make exp eri­ 
ments in the most economical use of 
the few ounces of tea and coffee that 
we could afford to carry with us, that 
we hit up on a discov ery. 
Hav ing no 
milk, we drank our tea, as most Por­ 
tugese drink theirs, as a simp le infu­ 
sion, sweetened with sugar. 
“I remembered to hav e read, I be­ 
liev e in the trav els of tbe Abbe Hue, 
that when the Chinese desire to be 
thrifty in the use of the finer ami 
more exp ensiv e tens they grind the 
leaf to p owder and use less for the in­ 
fusion. 
We found that tea could be 
ground in a coffee mill as easily as 
coffee, that tea made with the p owder 
Is as good as or better than when made 
with the whole leaf and that the p ow 
der, naturally, goes further than the 
tea leaf.” 


BAYS HE WILL REPLY TO HANLY 


One of the most successful men I know 
stamp ed his indiv iduality up on ev ery­ 
body who knew him by this constant 
desire for the highest and the best in 
ev erything. 
No one could induce him 
to half do a thing or to accep t a n in­ 
ferior article when a better was w ith­ 
in his reach.
